Murphy,  the  minutes  of  the  168th  regular  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mission held  December  27,  1938  were  approved. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Mc  Laughlin,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Filmer,  the  following  resolution  signed  by  all  members  of  the 
Commission  on  January  3,  1939  was  ratified: 

— RESOLUTION  NO.  5029— 

RESOLVED,  That  the  contract  for  the  following  public  work 
to  be  performed  for  the  Public  utilities  Commission  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Charter  of  said  City  and  County,  to-wit: 

FOR  DREDGING  AT  SAN  FRANCISCO  AIRPORT,  AIRPORT  CON- 
TRACT NO.  48, 

be  and  the  same  is  hereby  awarded  to  A.  S.  Dutra,  he  being  the 
lowest  regular  and  responsible  bidder  therefor,  at  the  follow- 
ing unit  price  for  the  estimated  quantity  stated: 

600  hours  at  $8.00  per  hour. 

The  total  amount  of  the  contract  on  the  basis  of  the  esti- 
mated quantities  set  forth  in  the  specifications  is  four 
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thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  ($4,800.00). 


And  all  other  bids  Tor  the  above  mentioned  work  are  hereby 
rejected. 

The  cost  of  this  work  is  to  be  borne  from  the  1938  Air- 
port Bond  Funds-Appropriation  99.911.00.

beverage  counter  or  newsstand  the  ordinary  products  used  or 
sold  in  such  places,  confectionery,  cigars,  tobacco,  cigarettes 
and  sott  ^drinks;  said  license  or  permit  sliall  exist  for  a  period 
of  six  (6)  years  from  and  after  the  15th  day  of  January,  1959; 
the  spaces  to  be  occupied  by  said  licensee  is  the  space  now  set 
apart  in  said  Administration  Building  for  said  purpose  and 
said  space  will  be  more  particularly  described  in  the  Agreement 
to  be  hereafter  entered  into  between  this  Commission  and  said 
Keeney  covering,  all  and  singular,  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
said  license: 

That  in  consideration  of  the  issuance  of  said  license 
to  said  Keeney  and  for  the  privilege  of  conducting  said  res- 
taurant, beverage  counter  and  newsstand  in  said  Administration 
Building,  said  C.  P.  Keeney  will  pay  to  said  Commission  five 
percent  (5%)  of  the  gross  revenue  had,  received  or  taken  by  saic 
Keeney  from  the  operation  of  said  restaurant,  beverage  counter 
and  newsstand  and  other  concessions  herein  granted,  provided, 
that  if  said  revenue  is  less  than  One  Hundred  Fifty  ($150.00) 
Dollars  per  month  from  the  first  day  of  April,  1959,  to  the 
first  day  of  January,  1940,  said  Keeney  will  pay  to  said  Com- 
mission the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Fifty  ($150.00)  Dollars  per 
month  for  each  month  during  the  said  term  commencing  on  the 
first  day  of  April,  1939;  and  should  said  gross  revenue  be  less 
than  Two  Hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars  per  month  from  the  first  day 
of  January,  1940,  to  the  end  of  the  period  of  said  license, 
said  Keeney  shall  pay  to  said  Commission  the  sum  of  Two 
Hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars  commencing  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  1940,  and  thereafter  continuing  at  such  rate  until  the 
expiration  of  said  license;  that,  all  and  singular,  the  other 


terms  and  conditions  of  the  said  license  shall  be  embodied 
in  the  written  agreement  to  be  entered  into  between  said 
Public  Utilities  Commission  and  said  Keeney  and  to  be  executed 
by  both  of  said  parties  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  terms 
of  said  license: 

THAT  said  C.  P.  Keeney  will  give  to  said  Public  Utilities 
Commission  security  in  the  sum  of  at  least  Five  Hundred 
($500 •00)  Dollars  in  a  form  satisfactory  to  said  Commission, 
which  security  shall  be  held  by  said  Commission  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  by  said  Keeney  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  said  license.

WHEREAS,  said  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority  has  directed  the 
Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Airport  to  properly  mank  and 
designate  said  towers  and  said  high  tension  wires  so  that  they 
will  be  visible  at  all  times  during  both  day  and  night  to 
aircraft  landing  in  or  departing  from  said  Mills  Field;  and, 

WHEREAS,  said  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority  has  advised  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  that  unless  said  towers  and  said 
high  tension  wires  are  properly  marked  it  will  not  permit  any 
commercial  aircraft  to  land  in  or  depart  from  said  Mills  Field; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  has  signi- 
fied its  willingness  to  cooperate  with  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  for  properly  marking  and  designating  said  towers 
and  said  high  tension  wires  and  to  pay  a  reasonable  amount 
of  the  expenses  thereof: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  wherein  and  whereby  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  will  permit  said  Public  Utilities  Commission 
to  maintain  lights  on  said  towers  and  said  high  tension  wires 
immediately  adjacent  thereto,  to  the  end  that  the  location  of 
said  towers  and  wires  may  be  visible  to  aircraft  landing  in 
and  departing  from  said  Mills  Field,  the  work  of  Installing 
said  lights  on  said  towers  to  be  performed  by  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  and  to  be  paid  for  by  said  Public 
Utilities  Commission.    That  it  shall  be  further  provided  in 
said  agreement  that  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  will 
at  its  own  expense  paint  such  towers  in  such  color  and  design 
as  to  make  them  more  visible  to  aircraft  landing  in  and  de- 
parting from  said  Mills  Field.    And  further,  that  said  agree- 
ment should  provide  that  said  Public  Utilities  Commission  will 
pay  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  the  standard  rates 
fixed  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of  California  for 
the  operation  and  maintenance  of  said  lights.

WHEREAS,  the  shoal  lands  described  in  said  Act  have  been 
reclaimed  and  now  constitute  "Treasure  Island"  together  with  a 
lagoon  lying  between  Treasure  Island  and  the  northerly  shore 
of  Yerba  Buena  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  through 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  has  proceeded 
in  accordance  with  the  conditions  imposed  by  said  Act  of  the 
California  Legislature  by  developing  Treasure  Island  as  an 
Airport,  and  in  accordance  with  a  definite  program  of  airport 
development,  has  entered  into  a  long  term  lease  with  Pan 
American  Airways,  Incorporated,  for  the  use  of  administration 
building,  hangars,  docks  and  other  facilities  on  Treasure 
Island,  as  v/ell  as  the  use  of  the  waters  of  said  lagoon  by 
aircraft  operated  by  said  company;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  development  of  Treasure  Island  and  its  ad- 
jacent lagoon  as  a  municipal  airport  the  citizens  of  San 
Francisco  have  expended  more  than  $3,130,000.00  for  the  con- 
struction of  hangars  and  air  terminal  building,  water  supply, 
sewage,  drainage  and  electric  supply,  roads,  reclamation  of 
the  land,  ferry  slips  and  other  miscellaneous  improvements, 
all  necessary  to  the  use  of  the  land  for  aircraft;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  existence  of  said  lagoon  and  its  availability 
as  a  shelter  for  air  and  sea  craft  is  due  solely  and  entirely 
to  the  expenditure  of  these  funds  and  the  development  of 
Treasure  Island  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and 
the  existencee  and  use  by  the  City  of  said  lagoon  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  use  of  said  Treasure  Island  as  an  airport 
insofar  as  seaplanes  are  concerned;  and, 

WHEREAS  by  said  Act  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of 
California,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  holds  all  right 
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and  title  to  70.96  acres  or  48  percent  of  the  total  area  of  t 
said  lagoon  while  the  remainder,  or  77  acres,  lying  within 
900  feet  of  the  low  water  mark  of  the  northerly  side  of  Yerba 
Buena  Island  is  reserved  to,  and  is  owned  by,  the  United 
States  Government;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Yerba  Buena  Island  and  its  adjacent  waters  have 
been  under  the  control  of  the  Navy  Department  of  the  United 
States  for  a  period  in  excess  of  50  years  and  during  that  time 
no  steps  have  been  taken  for  the  development  of  a  submarine 
base  or  any  other  type  of  naval  base  in  this  area  by  said  Navy 
Department,  and  any  development  of  a  naval  base  at  this  site 
in  the  future  is  made  possible  solely  and  entirely  through  the 
shelter  provided  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Franci sco ; and , 

WHEREAS,  there  has  been  introduced  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  at  the  request  of  the  United  States  Navy  Depart- 
ment a  bill  known  as  H.  R.  2991  which  would  authorize  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  submarine  base  of  the  United  States  Navy  on 
Yerba  Buena  Island  and  on  the  waters  of  said  lagoon  and  would 
authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  acquire  title  to  the 
whole  of  the  lagoon  basin;  and,

2-  6,7,8x30-Filled  strained  poles; 

3-  6,7,8x30-Standard  tubular  steel  poles;  a  total  of 
295  poles  in  place; 

At  the  time  of  the  removal  of  said  tracks,  rails,  and  the 
like,  Commission  will  deliver  to  Company  on  the  ground,  226 
tons  of  track  or  rails  as  may  be  selected  by  Company  for  its 
maintenance  work  elsewhere,  Company  to  haul  and  store  the  same 
at  its  own  expense ; 

(2)  Company  shall  remove  all  span  and  trolley  wires  on  Howard 
Street  and  Van  Ness  Avenue  South: 

(3)  Company  shall  retain  contact  space  on  the  poles  released 
to  the  Commission  for  all  feeder  cables  now  used  by  Company  in 
operating  its  street  railroad  on  Howard  Street  and  Van  Ness 
Avenue  South: 

(4)  Company  agrees  to  furnish  energy  from  its  said  feeder  cables 
to  Commission  for  the  operation  of  such  trolley  buses  as  the 
Commission  shall  operate  at  cost  plus  10%,  payment  to  be  made 
monthly  on  coach  mile  basis.    The  agreement  of  Company  to 
furnish  energy  to  Commission  is  subject  to  cancellation  upon 
ninety  (90)  days*  notice  in  writing  by  either  party  one  to  the 
other.

June  29,  1922  (Parcel  III  in  said  deed)  shall  be  as  follows:

2.  The  permittee  shall  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  construct 
and  maintain  said  gas  pipe  line  and  shall  hold  the  City  free 
from  all  obligation,  liability  or  expense  in  connection  with 
the  construction  or  maintenance  of  said  gas  pipe  line  and  the 
permittee  shall  be  responsible  and  liable  for  any  and  all  dam- 
age to  property  or  structures,  or    injury  or  death  to  persons 
due  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  construction,  installation, 
operation,  maintenance,  use  or  existence  of  said  gas  pipe  line 
within  the  CltyTs  lands,  and  shall  promptly  pay  any  just  claims 
therefor. 

3.  The  permittee  shall  upon  notice  so  to  do  and  within  such

4.  The  permittee  shall  bury  said  gas  pipe  line  so  that  the  top 
thereof  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  inches  (18M)  below  the 
natural  surface  of  the  ground,  and  shall  promptly  backfill  any 
trench  or  excavation  made  therefor  and  leave  the  ground  surface 
as  nearly  normal  as  possible. 

5.  The  permittee  shall  not  permit  his  work  to  obstruct  or  in 
any  other  manner  Interfere  with  the  use  of  the  road  affected 
by  said  pipe  line  and  shall  conduct  his  operations  in  such  a 
manner  ao  as  to  leave  said  road  open  to  traffic  at  all  times. 

6.  The  permittee  shall,  in  backfilling  any  trench  or  excavation 
in  the  road  affected  by  said  gas  pipe  line,  thoroughly  compact 
the  material  used  in  backfilling  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent 
settlement  of  the  surface  of  the  road  and  the  permittee  shall 
restore  the  surface  of  the  road  over  said  trench  or  excavation 
to  its  original  condition  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  General  Onager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  said  Water 
Department. 
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7.  Whenever  any  excavation  opened  by  the  permittee  within  the 
CityTs  lands  exposes  any  portion  of  the  CityTs  pipe  line  or 
lines,  such  excavation  shall  not  be  refilled  until  the  exposed 
portions  of  such  pipe  lines  have  been  inspected  by  a  represen- 
tative of  the  City,  and,  if  such  inspector  shall  find  the  pipe 
or  the  pipe  line  coating  damaged  by  the  permittee's  operations, 
the  pipe  line  and/or  coating  shall  be  repaired  by  the  permittee 
at  its  own  expense  and  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  City.

Permit  me  to  express  our  appreciation  of  your  state- 
ment that  your  clients  are  willing  to  join  with  San  Francisco 
and  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  in  the  con- 
servation of  the  very  limited  runoff  of  water  in  the  Sierra 
Nevada  mountains  this  year;  that  Meridian,  Ltd.  has  no  desire 
to    inflict  any  injury  upon  San  Francisco  or  upon  the  irriga- 
tion districts,  and  its  sole  concern  is  to  protect  its  own 
rights  to  water  needed  for  the  irrigation  of  its  lands. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  maximum  right  of 
Meridian,  Ltd.  as  defined  by  Judge  Raglan  Tuttle,  which  right 
is  to  divert  for  the  present  irrigation  of  its  riparian  land 
13,220  acre  feet  of  water  per  calendar  year  at  a  maximum  rate 
of  66.8  cubic  feet  per  second. 

Therefore,  we  submit  the  following  to  you  as  a  solu- 
tion of  the  present  difficulty: 

If  Meridian,  Ltd.  will  agree  that  water  may  be  stored 
in  the  enlarged  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  to  its  capacity  during 
this  season,  we  will  assure  your  clients  that  there  will  be 
available  for  their  use  during  the  present  irrigation  season 
the  amount  of  water  allotted  to  them  in  the  decree  of  Judge 
Tuttle,  and  that  such  water  will  be  of  a  quality  satisfactory 
for  their  use  for  irrigation  purposes. 

If  Meridian,  Ltd.  agrees  to  the  foregoing  plan  there 
will  be  joint  benefits  to  the  City,  to  the  irrigation  dis- 
tricts and  to  yourselves. 

The  benefit  to  Meridian,  Ltd.  would  be  the  return 
water  from  the  irrigation  districts  during  the  late  irrigation 
season  which  would  afford  additional  water  in  the  San  Joaquin 
River  for  irrigation  of  El  Solyo  lands  and  many  thousands  of 
other  acres  of  the  land  along  the  San  Joaquin  River  in  this 
drouth  year. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  you  desire  nothing  further 
than  the  fulfilment  of  the  rights  given  bv  Judge  Untie,  this 
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letter  seeks  to  simplify  the  problem  by  clearing  that  one  issue. 

This  offer  is  made    to  avoid  the  necessity  of  com- 
plicated legal  and  technical  discussions  which  might  be  ex- 
pected to  follow  such  conferences  as  suggested  in  your  letter 
of  April  22.    In  view  of  the  tremendous  importance  of  time,  when 
water  is  spilling  over  0TShaughnessy  Dam  and  being  wasted  into 
the  sea  at  the  rate  of  approximately  2  billions  of  gallons  per 
day,  I  submit  this  proposal  for  your  immediate  consideration. 

The  above  understanding  was  reached  after  con- 
ferences between  attorneys  and  engi neers  for  the  Districts  with 
Mr.  Cahill,  the  CityTs  engineers,  the  President  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  the  writer  .    It  is  subject  to  con- 
firmation by  resolution  of  each  of  the  Districts  and  by  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  of  San  Francisco.    I  have  been 
assured  by  the  representatives  of  the  Districts  present  at  to- 
day's conference  that  if  an  agreement  along  these  lines  is 
satisfactory  to  your  clients,  the  Districts  will,  by  resolution 
of  their  respective  boards  of  directors,  confirm  the  agreement 
and  authorize  its  execution.    The  Public  Utilities  Commission 
will  do  likewise.

"This  approval  is  given  upon  the  understanding  that  the 
water  to  be  stored  in  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  above  the  206,000  acre  foot  level  is  to 
be  released  when  demanded  by  the  Engineers  of  the  Turlock  and 
Modesto  Irrigation  Districts,  and  that  the  Modesto  Irrigation 
District  is  to  receive  31.54%  of  the  water  so  stored  above  the 
206,000  acre  foot  level  and  so  released  and  upon  the  further 
understanding  that  the    arrangement  embodied  in  said  resolution 
shall  be  limited  to  the  year  1939  and  is  not  to  be  construed 
as  an  admission  by  any  of  the  parties  as  to  any  of  their  rights 
to  the  waters  of  the  Tuolumne  River. " 

WHEREAS,  Meridian,  Ltd.  has  accepted  the  said  agreements 
embodied  in  each  of  said  resolutions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  by  reason  of  said  resolutions  of  said  irrigation 
districts,  said  Meridian,  Ltd.  has  consented  to  the  storage  by 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Reservoir  during  the  season  1939,  water  in  excess  of  206,000 
acre  feet.

—RESOLUTION  NO.  3244— 

WHEREAS,  the  United  States  Government,  which  has  been  dis- 
posing of  its  sewage  from  Port  Punston  on  the  beach,  thereby 
polluting  both  beach  and  shore  waters  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
point  of  disposal,  is  now  desirious  of  complying  with  the  re- 
quest of  Dr.  J.  C.  Gelger,  Director  of  Public  Health,  to  dis- 
pose of  its  sewage  in  the  sewer  line  which  now  takes  care  of 
the  sewage  from  Harding  Park  Golf  Club,  and  has  requested  the

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point  of  commencement  southeasterly  along  the  northeasterly 
line  of  Appleton  Avenue  128  feet;  thence  at  right  angles  north- 
easterly 60  feet;  thence  northwesterly  along  a  line  parallel  to 
and  distant  60  feet  measured  at  right  angles  northeasterly  from 
the  northeasterly  line  of  Appleton  Avenue  128  feet  to  the 
northwesterly  line  of  said  Tract;  thence  southwesterly  along 
said  northwesterly  line  60  feet  to  the  point  of  commencement.

duly  authorized  officer  of  said  San  Francisco  Fire  Department, 
hereinafter  called  the  "permittee",  accepting  this  permission 
subject  to  said  conditions. 

1.  This  grant  of  permission  does  not  constitute  a  deed  or 
grant  of  an  easement  by  the  Commission,  is  not  transferable  or 
assignable  without  the  approval  of  this  Commission  and  is 
revocable  at  any  time  at  the  will  of  the  Commission. 

2.  The  hereinabove  described  property  is  to  be  used  by  the 
permittee  solely  for  the    temporary  relocation  of  the  existing 
fire  house  now  located  on  the  corner  of  Appleton  ^venue  and 
Elsie  Street  and  whenever  the  permittee  constructs  a  fire 
house  in  a  district  which  will  permit  abandonment  of  the  pres- 
ent structure  for  fire  house  purposes,  then,  if  not  previously 
revoked,  this  permit  shall  automatically  cease  and  terminate. 
The  activities  of  the  permittee  shall  be  confined  to  the 
hereinabove  described  property  and  shall  not  extend  or  apply 
to  the  use  of  any  of  the  adjoining  Water  Department  land. 

3.  Neither  the  Commission  or  the  Water  Department  nor  any 
officer  or  employee  thereof  shall  be  held  responsible  or 
liable  for  damage  to  any  structure  or  structures  of  the  per- 
mittee resulting  from  any  cause  whatsoever. 

4.  The  permittee  shall,  before  performing  any  work  upon  the 
hereinabove  described  property,  immediately  construct  a  fence 
along  the  northeasterly  and  southeasterly  boundaries  of  said 
property,  using  a  galvanized  wire  fence  similar  in  design  to 
that  new  constructed  around  the  reservoir  tract.    The  existing 
fence  may  be  utilized  in  so  far  as  is  practicable  provided  that 
angle  braces  are  provided  at  the  angle  points  so  as  to  insure 
a  tight  wire  fence.    The  completed  fence  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Department. 

5.  The  permittee  shall  during  construction  of  said  fence,  and 
at  all  times  thereafter,  use  every  means  necessary  to  protect

6.  The  permittee  shall  remove  only  such  trees  as  are  necessary 
to  permit  the  relocation  of  said  fire  house  on  said  property. 

7.  Before  commencing  any  excavation  or  grading  work  on  said 
property  the  permittee  shall  determine  the  location  and  depth 
of  the  Water  Department's  pipe  or  other  structures  on  said 
property.    No  grading  or  excavation  work  shall  be  performed 
by  the  permittee  that  will  endanger  the  pipe  or  any  structure 
and  proper  precautions  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  injury  or 
damage  to  same.    Any  material  excavated  from  the  site  of  said 
fire  house  shall  be  deposited  upon  the  adjoining  lands  of  the 
Water  Department  in  a  location  and    manner  approved  by  the 
General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department. 

8.  The  fire  house  shall  be  located  on  said  property  clear  of 
any  of  the  existing  pipes  or  structures  of  the  Water  Department 
and  in  all  cases  sufficient  clearance  shall  be  maintained  from 
said  pipes  or  structures  to  provide  proper  access. 

9.  Wherever  any  excavation  open  by  the  permittee  within  said 
property  exposes  any  portion  of  the  Water  Department's  pipe 
line  or  lines,  such  excavation  shall  not  be  refilled  until  the 
exposed  portions  of  such  pipe  lines  have  been  inspected  by  a 
representative  of  the  Water  Department,  and  if  such  inspector 
shall  find  the  pipe  or  the  pipe  line  coating  damaged  by  the 
permittee's  operations,  the  pipe  line  and/or  coating  shall  be 
repaired  by  the  permittee  at  its  own  expense  and  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  said 
Water  Department. 

10.  In  the  event  of  any  injury  or  damage,  or  threatened  in- 
jury or  damage  to  the  pipe  lines  or  other  structures  of  the 
Water  Department  resulting  directly  or  indirectly  from  the  re- 
location of  the  permittee's  fire  house,  the  Water  Department 
may  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  expedient 
to  repair  the  resultant  injury  or  damage  and  to  protect  the 
pipes  or  structures  against  threatened  injury  or  damage  and  the 
permittee  shall  reimburse  the  said  Water  Department  for  all  ex- 
pense so  incurred. 

11.  The  permittee  shall  be  responsible  and  liable  for  any  and 
all  damage  to  the  property  or  structures,  or  injury  or  death 
to  persons  due  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  relocation,  con- 
struction, operation,  use  or  existence  of  any  structure  erected 
on  said  premises,  or  due  to  ary  cause  whatsoever;  and  shall 
hold  the  Commission  and  the  Water  Department  free  and  harmless 
from  claims  of  every  kind  and  nature. 
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12.  In  the  event  that  the  permittee  shall  fail  to  use  said 
property  within    six  months  from  and  after  the  date  hereof, 

or  shall  discontinue  the  use  for  the  purposes  granted  or  shall 
fail  to  comply  with  the  conditions  herein  contained,  or  in  the 
event  that  this  permission  is  revoked,  then  all  right  of  the 
permittee  hereunder  shall  forthwith  cease  and  determine. 

13.  The  permittee  shall  upon  the  termination  of  this  permit 
remove   .the  fire  house  building,  restore  the  fence  to  proper 
condition  in  its  original  location,  remove  all  rubbish  and 
waste  of  any  kind  and  clean  up  the  premises.    The  permittee 
shall  fill  in  any  excavations  left  by  its  operations  on  said 
property  with  the  material  originally  excavated  from  said  site, 
so  as  to  leave  the  premises,  generally,  in  the  condition  now 
existent .

A  delegation  headed  by  James  F.  Allen,  Secretary  of  the 
Eureka  Valley  Street  Car  Transportation  Committee,  who  stated 
that  they  also  represented  the  Upper  Market  and  Castro  Street 
Merchants  Association,  the  East  and  West  of  Castro  Improvement 
Club  and  the  Eureka  District  Boosters  Club,  appeared  before  the 
Commission.    Mr.  Allen,  David  K.  Kener,  Esq.,  Alfred  C.Skaife, 
Esq.,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Osterloh  addressed  the  Commission  stating 
that  it  was  desired  the  Castro  Street  cable  car  of  the  warket 
Street  Railway  Company  be  restored  to  its  old  schedule  of  four 
minutes  and  suggesting  the  purchase  or  lease  of  the  cable  line 
by  the  City.
